Eight. 
Be It ordained by the city coun- 


cil of Ada: 


Section 1 That an ad valorem tax 


of ten mills on the dollar be and the 
same is hereby levied on all the 
taxable 
property 
in 
the 
city of 


Ada, 
Oklahoma, according 
to 
the 


tax assessment rolls for the year 
of 
3908, to meet the current and 


other legal expenses of said city, 
for the current year, the same .to 
"be distributed to the various funds 
of said city as follows: 


To the Street and Bride fund one- 


half mills. 


To the fire and water fund two and 


one-quarter mills. 


To the contingent and supply fund 


three-quarter 
mills. 


To the street lighting 
fund 
one 


and one-quarter 
mills. 


To the salary fund one mill. 
To the sinking fund, four and one- 


quarter mills.

ordinance 


shall go into force and effect from 
and after its passage, approval and 
publication.
